Additional budget cuts may affect summer school 


Cuts would not 
affect self-supported 
summer schools like 
the one at CSULB.

The Cal State University system 
may experience additional budget cuts 
this winter that could influence some 


summef school programs that are not 
self-supported. 

However, according to Erik Fallis, 
CSU media relations specialist, Cal 
State Long Beach’s summer school 
program is self-supported and, there- 
fore, operates without state funding. 

In June, the CSU. system experi- 
enced a budget reduction of $650 mil- 
lion, or 25 percent_of state support. 
Fallis said this was a cut to programs, 
services and education. 

In addition, the CSU may face an 
additional cut of $100 million, which 
would take effect in January 2012, Fal- 
lis said. This-cut would occur if state 


revenue predictions are not realized. 
The CSU will receive information in 
December if this occurs. 

Cuts to summer school would only 
be possible for campuses with summer 
school operations not operating under 
a self-support system, Fallis said. 

The decrease in state support has 
caused the CSU system to be more reli- 


-ant on student tuition and fees, accord- 


ing to the university. 

The chancellor has said that he does 
not want to recommend raising stu- 
dent fees but that he would if there was 
another cut in funding, Fallis said. 

There are no specifics yet on what 


would happen with fees and tuition if 
another budget cut occurs. 
According to the CSU 2011-12 Bud- 


get Fact Sheet, over the last decade stu- - 


dent enrollment has grown while state 
support has decreased. 

Higher education is constantly first 
in line to be cut and policy makers 
say they support higher education but 
this seems to be a contradiction, Fallis 
said. Reducing education funding will 
not help the economy because then we 
won’t have an educated workforce. 

“You're not going to recover your 
economy by short shifting education,” 
Fallis said.

The Cal State University and 
the California Faculty Association 
(CFA) continue to disagree on pro- 
posals-to extend collective bargain- 
ing agreements, leaving an uncertain 
future for faculty, students and the 
23-campus system. 

As state funding cuts continue 
to be a focal point, the CFA and the 
CSU have different visions for the 
future of faculty members and the 
type of education students receive, 
according to Teri Yamada, CSULB 
CFA president. 

“Our vision is to maintain qual- 
ity education for students by Having 
professional working conditions for 
faculty,” Yamada said. 

The CSU statewide administra- 
tion and Reed have proposed danger- 
ous take-backs, citing “operational 
needs.” 

According to Yamada, these take- 
backs have the potential to drasti- 
‘cally change the CSU system. 

“It’s about getting as many faculty 
as you can, as cheaply as possible,” 
Yamada said. “There is an over- 
whelming work load being placed on 
teachers and no sense.of the future.” 

The CSU’s contract proposal de- 
creases faculty pay and benefits, as 
well.as reduces the amount of ten- 
ured and tenure-track faculty jobs. - 

According to the CFA, 863 tenure 
line positions have been lost in the 
CSU system since 2009.

SB 8 will mandate 
ASI follow laws 
similar to the CA 
Public Records Act.

A transparency bill that has 
cleared both houses of the State Leg- 
islature is expected to have little ef- 
fect on auxiliary organizations such 
as Associated Students Inc., accord- 
ing to Richard Haller, executive di- 
rector of ASI, but the student govern- 
ment organization has taken steps to 
implement the legislation. — 

Senate Bill 8, written by Sen. Le- 


land Yee (D-San Francisco) will ap- 
ply legislation similar to the Califor- 
nia Public Records Act to auxiliary 
organizations such as ASI and 49er 
Shops. 

The California Public Records 
Act mandates public disclosure of 
governmental records upon request. 
However, under SB 8 anonymity of 
auxiliary organization donors and 
volunteers will be protected unless 
they receive compensation from the 
university valued over $2,500. 

Haller said adoption of the legisla- 
tion would have little effect on ASI 
because the auxiliary organization 
already operates transparently. 

Haller also said that ASI officials 
will draft formal procedure for han- 
dling public records requests and

For fashion designer Lim, a former 
Cal State Long Beach student, his fall/ 
winter collection wouldn’t be complete

Lim, who originally majored in fi- 
nance, has garnered commercial suc- 
cess as an established fashion designer. 

It was during an accounting course 
that Lim decided to change route and 
took sewing and pattern-making class- 
es at the CSULB home economics de- 
partment. 

His established menswear and wom- 
en’s wear label 3.1 Phillip Lim launched 
in 2004. The following year, his line 
debuted at New York Fashion Week, 
where it gained critical and commercial 
success. 

“3.1 is about clothes that refine in- 
stead of define,” Lim said on his offi- 
cial website. “A refinement that’s a bit 
classic in attitude, but imparts a sense 
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of individual style, without looking or 
feeling forced. Confident, unidentifi- 
able, chic and, most of all, effortless.” 

His clothes maintain a balance be- 
tween outrageous, basic, affordable and 
high fashion at $300 to $600 a dress. 

According to Cityfile, a New York 
website that reports on the city’s “most 
influential” people, 3.1 Phillip Lim gen- 
erated $2.8 million in sales the first six 
months. Within two years, it cashed in 
on $30 million. 

3.1 Phillip Lim has been seen on ce- 
lebrities like Kate Bosworth and Nata- 
lie Portman. 

Lim also received the Council of 
Fashion Designers of America’s 2007 
award for designer of the year 

Lim’s designs also attempt to reach 
the masses. The CSULB alumnus has 


a fall ready-to-wear line for people who 
can’t afford his more expensive pieces. 

His current, ready-to-wear line is 
natural with some greens and blues 
contrasted with browns, as well as tunic 
tops mixed with baggy pants. 

The Thai-born designer raised by 
Chinese immigrants drew inspiration 
from urban gang styles, such as those 
found in the Japanese Yakuza as well as 
Latin gangs. : 

According to. Lim’s official website, 
he is represented in 45 countries and 
400 boutiques, including a flagship 
store in SoHo, New York City and Bar- 
neys.

procedure is scheduled for Sept. 22. 

“We will need to determine which of 
the records fall under the provisions of 
the new law,” he added. 


Along with drafting procedure and 


training, ASI will utilize OrgSync, a 
recently purchased social media plat- 
form for student organizations, to re- 
lease some records, ASI President Lucy 
Nguyen said. 


“Tt has always been a priority of 
CSULB and ASI to make all informa- 
tion public, and [this will] especially 
[be the case] now that OrgSync is set to 
be launched,” Nguyen said. 

The bill was originally introduced 
as SB 218 in February 2009 and then 
later introduced as a similar bill, SB 
330, in February 2010. At that time, the- 
bills were vetoed by then-Goy. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger because he felt the bill 
inappropriately defined private auxil- 
iary organizations as public entities.

We’ve already lost 2,500 faculty 
positions in the entire CSU system,” 
Yamada said. “There is very little 
agreement between the CFA and the 
CSU on the contract. I am deeply disap- 


pointed in how negotiations have gone.” 


Citing a steep decline in state sup- 
port, the CSU said it has cut 8.8 percent 
of its workforce or 4,145 faculty and 
staff since 2008. 

The CSU budget was reduced by 
$650 million, or roughly 25 percent, 
before the start of this semester and the 
23-campus system may face another 
round of cuts if state budget predictions 
don’t come to realization. 

The university also said the Chancel- 
lor’s Office has reduced its personnel by 
11 percent. 


If a compromise is not met, then the 
CSU and CFA can ask for an impasse to 
be declared, Yamada said. If an impasse 
is granted, then a neutral third party, or 
a fact finder, will be appointed to assist 
in the progress of negotiations. 

Once this has occurred, the CSU will 
release its last best offer, a final con- 
tract proposal with revised terms and 
conditions. Faculty then has the right to 
either accept the contract or take other 
actions, such as voting to strike. 

“With the direction negotiations 
are going so far, [a strike] is possible,” 
Yamada said. 

These circumstances negatively af- 
fect students who have already been 
impacted by budget cuts as tuition fees. 
continue to rise. ‘ 

“Students are paying more for big- 
ger classes,” Yamada said. “I hear over 
and over that we want to protect quality 
education, but how can we do that when 


class sizes are growing?” 

With the CSU’s graduation initia- 
tive to increase overall graduation rates 
in place, faculty also feel a burden to 
make sure students no longer linger to 
finish their eollege education, accord- 
ing to Yamada. 

“The kind of opportunity to explore 
multiple pathways is suddenly gone as 
it appears to us,” Yamada said. “It feels 
like a factory production line to push 
students through as fast as possible.” 

Although Yamada understands the 
CSU’s plans to increase graduation 
rates, she does not think this is the time 
to be pressuring students, considering 
the current low job market and poor 
economy. : 

“Students should be able to have the 
opportunity to explore their education 
and double or triple major so they are 
better prepared for job opportunities,” 
Yamada said.

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After months of political upheavals in the Middle 
East, Syria has become the latest country on the brink 
of a full-scale regime change. After over a decade 
under the rule of Bashar al-Assad, Syrians are calling 

for political reforms and 

the end of al-Assad’s reign

including Iran and Hezbol- 
lah, have begun to voice concerns for the embattled 
nation. In addition, many Syrian youths are now call- 
ing out to leaders in those neighboring nations for aid.

Becoming involved in Syrian political problems 
at this point in the conflict, is too risky a move for 
neighboring countries such as Turkey. There simply 
isn’t enough to benefit from jumping into the fray. 
Turkish president Abdullah Gul was quoted by CNN. 
com as saying, “We have reached a point where any- 
thing would be too little, too late. We have lost our 
confidence.” Despite pleas from Syrians desperate for 
aid, the sentiment is a common one throughout the 
region. ;
